a.m. 


The American attempt to put a 


Lttle 3'/4-pound test sphere into 
a globe-circling course 300 miles 
up came more than a month after 
Russia had sent a 1,000-pound 
satellite aloft, and more than two 
months after the Soviets launched 
their Sputnik I. 


Today's test was a dismal fail- 


ure. 


There was a big flash of smoke

have received by Miss E. Elizabeth 
Rutledge, Adams County supervisor 
of special education. 
Dr. 
Charles 
H. 
Boehm, 
stat* 
superintendent of public schools, 
has sent a letter to Miss Rutledge 
stating: “I wish to take this op­ 
portunity to express to you my per­ 
sonal congratulations for your ef­ 
forts In initiating the first county 
operated program for blind children 
In the commonwealth. Inasmuch as 
the education of the blind has until 
now been traditionally the responsi­ 
bility of residential schools, the 
Adams-Franklln 
County 
program 
represents a great step forward In 
our public educational service to 
these children. 
“Such plan is definitely in accord 
with our state policy toward the 
education of the exceptional. I sin­ 
cerely hope that your program will 
meet with every success.” 
Some Totally Blind

For the first tim e since 1954, 
attendance at m ajor college foot­ 
ball gam es showed an over - all 
decrease during Hie 1957 season. 
an Associated Press survey of 116 
leading institutions showed today. 
The decline was not severe, but 
it touched nearly every section of 
the United States and reversed the 
general rising trend that had ex­ 
isted since World W ar II. 
And the loss of 159,602 specta­ 
tors from last year’s m ajor col­ 
lege total of *3,926,810 m ight be 
considered significant in a season 
when professional football is head­ 
ed for another attendance record 
and when college enrollm ents and 
alum ni bodies are at a peak.

In term s of average attendance, 
the decline was 1.41 per cens­ 
or about 400 spectators per gam e.

"During the first 25 years of its 


existence the Female Bible Society 
co-operated three times with the 
Bible Society of the college and 
seminary in making a total canvas 
of Adams County, and paid a fair 
share of the expense of furnishing 
Bibles to the many families who 
did not possess any. 


"During the Civil War they sent 


41 Testaments to Captain McPher- 
son, for his Infantry 
Company 


stationed at West Chester, and gave 
95 Testaments to the soldiers who 
went into the service from Gettys- 
burg. In 1872, 180 Bibles were do- 
nated to the Springs Hotel and the 
four other hotels here in town. 
During World War I Bibles were 
sent to the army and the navy. 
"Four hundred Testaments were 
donated to the C. C. Camps here 
and 14 Bibles to the C. C. Camp 
at Pine Grove Furnace. German 
Scriptures were given to the Prison- 
er of War Camp, and many penny 
portions of Scripture were placed 
in the local USO rooms. •

ICE COVER ROCK 
AT SOUTH POLE 


AT THE SOUTH POLE '/*—The 
first seismic soundings ever taken 
at the South Pole Indicated today 
that 8,297 feet of ice and snow 
cover solid rock at the pole. The

above sea level. 
This information was obtained 
by the Rev. Daniel LLinehan, a 
Boston college seismologist, and 
a Navy crew. 
They set off three shots of high 
explosives in a 600-foot line near 
the ring of oil barrels that marks 
the South Pole. The explosions 
sent earthquake-like waves down 
to bounce off the rock and echo 
back to electronic photo record­ 
ers.

The finding of solid rock here 
supported the theory that at least 
the heart of A ntarctica, is not Jus 
a great sea covered with ages of 
ice and snow. Further tests are 
planned to determine the size, 
shape .and heights of the buried 
land.

Pole from McMurdo Sound ear­ 
lier today with Rear Adm. George 
J. Dufek, commander of Opera­ 
tion Deep Freeze III, and Inter- 
national Geophysical Year scien­ 
tists and newsmen. Father Line- 
han conducted the first Mass ever 
held at the South Pole before his 
tests.

Spiritual Heritage 


Paul had a great spiritual heri- 


tage from his Hebrew background. 
His family were of the tribe oi 
Benjamin, he spoke the language, 
and observed the law and customs 
of his forefathers. His training was 
exceptional, for he had studied in 
the best Hebrew schools. He was 
proud and coafiden' and decidedly 
zealous. We see his fanatacism as 


: he explains, "as to zeal a perse- 
cutor o? the enure? . as to righteous- 
ness under the law blameless.1' 


Despite his training and zeal as 


an orthodox Je-' 
Paul 
lacked 


something. His self-righteousness 
was a spiritual hindrance until he 
met Christ. After his conversion, 
the new Saul (then Paul) knew 
that his soul s need was suddenly 
satisfied. His whole spiritual out- 
look had changed. This is the rea- 
son he writes, "But whatever gain 
I had, I counted a loss for the 
sake of Christ."
